It is made up of both Re- 
publicans and Democrat*, some of whom 
are honestly in doubt as to the proper 
route to be adopted by the canal, while 
others are influenced quite as certainly 
by the transcontinental railroad interests 
which are adverse to the building of any 
cana I at all. It therefore looks as if 
this minority, which is strong and bellig- 
erent, would easily lie able to prevent a 
vote at tbe present time, and sentiment is 
general in the senate that no canal bill 
will he passed in favor of the Hepburn 
measure.

There are 29 
additional districts, bringing up the to- 
tal membership of the next House to 
386, and there Is some uncertainty as to 
tbs political changes caused by the re- 
apportionment of the States. 

The prohibitionists of the Tenth 
district have nominated J. W. Day, the 
blind fiddler, for Congress, but he 
won’t be able, like Bob Taylor, of Ten- 
nessee, to fiddle himself Into office. 
Congressman White Is somewhat of a 
fiddler himself and will doubtless be re. 
elected. 

Two members of a suicide club have 
just committed felo de sc, but no one 
need waste any sentiment over the self- 
destruction of men who belong to sul 
cide clubs. The man who joins such an 
organization is a fool to begin with. Hls 
quietus constitutes no loss to the com- 
munity. 

A good many married women have 
read with delight that a young woman 
in the State of New York has been sen- 
tenced to 60 days lo jail for fiirtlog with 
another woman’s husband. They would 
have been still more delighted had the 
sentence been Imprisonment for life. 

Things are a little quieter lo the 
teamsters’ strike in Chicago and It Is 
probable that an agreement may be 
reached. Fights have beeo the order 
of the day In the Windy City for the 
past week, but nobody has beeo report- 
ed killed. ___ 

Oom Paul Kruger said over two 
years ago that the price of the Boer 
war would “stagger humanity.’’ It cost 
England alone 1,250 million dollars, 22,- 
206 lives and 73,982 made Invalids.

There Is still persistent talk in Wash- 
ington about Hanna for the presidency, 
but the Ohio Senator continues to dis- 
courage all such suggestions. 

A primary to nominate a candidate 
for governor was held in Georgia yes 
tsrday. J. H. Terrell, Dupont Guerry 
and J. H. Estlll were the candidates. 

By a party vote the resolution asking 
for Information about Gen. Wood's Cu- 
ban expenditures was squelched by the 
House committee on military affairs. 

George Chamberlain, democrat, was 
elected governor of Oregon. The re- 
mainder of the State offices went to the 
republicans. The Legislature Is re- 
publican. 

Hon. Michael Herbert succeeds the 
late Lord Pauncefote as British Am- 
bassador, and Secor De Ojeda succeeds 
the Duke De Arcos as Spanish Minister 
at Washington. 

President Roosevelt has authorized 
the transfer of Benjamin H. Rldgely, 
formerly of Louisville, from the con- 
sulship at Malaga, Spain, to consul at 
Nantes, France. 

Mr. Mason treated the Senate to a 
surprise the other day by coming out In 
open opposition to the republican poli- 
cy In the Philippines. He urged that 
the natives should be given a chance at 
self-government. 

The Indiana Democratic State Con- 
vention met Wednesday and adjourned 
after nominating a State tlaket and 
adopting a platform which clearly pre- 
sents living Issues, and In the adoption 
of which perfect unanimity was shown.

CLARENCE COLEMAN S COGITA- 
TIONS. 

Dear Interior —A# I 9 m In home 
for n couple or three dey* eud et e looe 
whet to do, the thought struck me to 
pencil e few line* to tl-e I. J. I heven’t 
written the Interior for elx week*, 
the longest lep*e of time for three 
yeer» or more. My time et Burnside 
ha* been pretty well occupied, beside* 
there we* little "doing" of note. How- 
ever, I heve been laying off to give the 
I J. e descriptive letter from Burn- 
side end I think It will be forthcoming 
within the next few weeks. 

Today being e dev of leisure with me, 
with little or nothing to think of, I 
naturally fell Into e state of retrospec- 
tion. My thoughts revert to dey* of 
the never-to-be-forgotten lime that has 
passed. In looking over my diary, 
which I kept while in the army, I find 
the following note on May 31, 11*01, one 
year ago today: “Sailing on the Pacif- 
ic ocean In a N. E. direction; cloudy: 
moderately calm sea: cool and very fog- 
gy: can scarcely see 25 yard* from the 
ship; whistling about every five min- 
utes; no land in sight during entire 
day’’— and this was but the calm before 
the storm which was to follow. On 
June 1 st the sea had become very bois- 
terous and turbulent. We were get- 
ting far into the northern latitudes, In 
fact I could Imagine I saw the aurora 
borealis. On that day I saw my first 
aod last June snow. We were golog 
further and further loto the Arctic 
clime, battling with a strong north 
easterly gale aod wafted to the north- 
west by the strong Kamchatkan cur- 
rent. The storm lasted eight days and 
raged wltn all lu fury. The greater 
part of this time the waves were com- 
ing over the hurricane deck; all hatch- 
es were nailed down aod some 1,200 or 
more meo penned up like *0 many 
sheep They were certainly trying day* 
aod will ever linger clearly in our 
memory. Gladly would we have ex- 
changed our position for one on the 
battlefield with all lu destruction. It 
ts impossible to describe the feeling* of 
one In a great storm thousand* of miles 
from laod. expecting every moment to 
be engulfed by the waves. During the 
toterlm oot a vessel was seen until the 
evening of the 81 b of June, shortly af- 
ter we had changed our course for Hon- 
olulu when we sighted and baited the 
Pennsylvania with the 40th Infantry 
on board. The Pennsylvania had left 
Manila some seven or eight days after 
we had. I wrote the I. J. from Hono- 
lulu under date of June 15th, giving ac- 
count of our trial* in northern water*. 
We were at Honolulu three dave, where 
we coaled aod took in the city aod sur- 
roundlog plantations. From Mav 2d to 

26 was spent lo Nagaskl, Japan. While 
at Nagaskl, the soldier* had every 
privilege they could reasonably ask 
We were free to go where we pleased 

We have written the I. J. from every 
point on the compae*. dropped you a 
letter from every seaport ever visited 
and the oolv letter that ever failed to 
reach lu destination was one from N»-
